We  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  the 
fubject  in  which  we  have  for  fome  time  been 
engaged.  We  have  viewed  it  in  al!  its  af- 
prrts,  and  contemplated  all  its  probable  con- 
fequer.ct -j.  £  -tr  lines  June,  1 80 i ,  we  have 
perceived  foincthing  in  ?>Ir.  Burr  and  in  his 
ict;,  that  alarmed  us.  From  th;  firft  moment 
our  fufpicions  were  elated,  we  watchev.  him 
attentively,  until  thofe  fufpicions  ripened  in- 
to confirmed  b'.T.ef,  *hat  he  was  ptirfuing  pro  . 
jeets  cifhouorable  to  himfelf  anil  urifafi  to 
his  country.  Nor  was  this  belief  predicated 
on  light  furrr.ifes,  or  vacrue  reports.  We 
Anew  that  Mr.  Burr  poffciTcd  feiftiments  hof- 
tile  to  the  executive  ;  a  fpirit  thirling  for 
perfor...I  a:;randir.eme;it,  and  inflamed  by  im- 
proper deiires.  And  yet;  fcnfible  as  we  were 
that  his  conduct  vni  a  fit  fubject  for  public 
invefiigation  and  difclofure,  we  rotttd  not  but 
forefee  that  to  do  cither  without  fuccefs, 
would  involve  us  in  pecuniary  ruin,  and  draw 
upon  us  public  difgrace.  1!  ad  we  confulted 
personal  interest,  we  Itibuld  have  beholden  in 
filent  but  forrpwful  amaze,  the  operation  of 
fchenacs,  which,  in  our  opinion,  threaten  with 
annihilation,  the  freedom  of  the  country. 
But  unaided  and  unfupportcd,  we  refoived. 
whatever  mijht  b--  the  Jffue,  to  unfold  thofe 
plans  and  aflail  thofe  actions  which'  appeared 
to  us  alike  unjud  and  dangerous.  We  dtt 
not,  however,  long  ftand  alone  ;  and  we  cif- 
covered  that  the  more  Mr.  Burr's  conduct 
was  examined,  the  more  odious  it  appeared. 

We  have  entered  fully  into  an  examination 
of  his  conduct,  and  found  it  uniform  Only  in 
the  purfuit  of  whatever  had  a  tendency  to 
raife  himfelf  to  power.  As  a  politician,  he 
has  been  inconftant.  Nor  can  it  be  affirmed 
of  him  as  it  may  truly  be  of  many  virtuous 
men,  that  the  versatility  of  his  actions  flows 
from  lincere  convictions  of  mind,  generated 
by  various  concurring  cireumftantes  at  diffe- 
rent periods.  In  all  Lis  tnu.fuions  from  one 
party  to  the  other,  hi*  motives  ha!-~  been  ap- 
parent. At  one  period  he  has  been  a  fede- 
ralist, at  another  a  r^nib/ican,  as  beft  i*i'ir;d 
his  afpiring  vi;w?,  or  prornifed  to  gratify  Ms 
inordinate  defires.  Ambition  has  guided  all 
his  Heps  ;  cunning  marked  his  career  ;  and 
that  laxity  of  principle  and  unfleadinefs  of 
mind,  which  diflinguilhed  the  Cxfarsl  the 
Cromwclls,  and  tin-  Boiiapartes  of  the*  old 
world  have  been  apparent  in  his  Wafts.  In 
1780.  he  left  the  fed-ralifts  and  joined  the 
republ>ins  for  a  high  office,  and  was  gratifi- 
ed :  and  in  1792  he  made  fecret  overtures  to 
rejoin  the  federalifts  for  a  bicker  office,  but 
was  not  -ratified,  which  has  been  eflabiiuVd 
in  a  former  lett-r.  I,  it  then  furpriHng,  that 
in  1800,  a  third  attempt  was  cove rtlv 'made 
by  Mr.  Burr,  to  attach  himfelf  to  tb*  federal 
party,  to  comoafs  the  presidency  ?  In  this  we 
perceive  a  conlift  ?ncy  of  character  ;  an  uti- 
.  formity  of  conda  t.

proper  publicly,  «t:id  in  the  fullefl  and 
lined  manner,  to  deny  the  accuiaiion, 
fact  is  unquestionable  ;  difficult  as  the  proof 
may  be  of  accefs.  Mr.  Burr,  however,  and 
tbe  writer  of  the  "  view"  are  now  fairly  at 
iffue  ;  and  as  we  know  the  charge  to  be  well 
founded,  we  have  voluntarily  undertaken  to 
prove  it.  In  dcing  this  it  will  be  proper,  firft 
to  lav  the  allegation  before  the  reader,  and 
fecoiid,  Mr.  Burr's  denial.

If  Mr.  Burr's  denial  be  true,  he  is  inno- 
cent, as  far  as  be  is  involved  in  tbis  capital 
charge  and  ought  to  receive  from  his  coun- 
try a  full  and  entire  acquital  ;  but  if  guilty, 
then  ought  that  guilt  to  leal  his  political  fate, 
and  banifh  him  forever  from  the  truft  and  af- 
fections of  the  people. 

Few  men  believe  that  Mr.  Burr  is  inno- 
cent ;  many,  very  many  indeed,  ftrongly 
pect  that  he  is  guilty  of  the  charge  exhibitei 
but  abioft  all  are  of  opinion. that  he  has 
age.:  the  negotiation  with  fo  much  cat 
dexterity  and  art,  as  to  defy  the  product! 
of  any  proof.  T!v-  latter  opinion  is  drawn 
from  the  known  fjb'ilty  of  his  character,  the 
g  ucral  fecrccy  of  his  movements,  and  bis 
fcrupulotfo  avoidance  to  commit  to  writing 
any  thing  which  may,  by  poffibilliy  of  acci- 
dent, involve  him  inferious  inconveniencies. 
I'hc  known  cars  and  c.uhniog,  too,  of  Mr. 
Bur,',  it  is  generally  and  juftly  fuppofed,  wouh: 
be  ei.creafed  in  proportion  to  tlic  iniquity  of 
tl.e  tranfaition,  and  the  ceinfequencea  which 
Jrould  refuh  fro:.-,  it  to  himfelf  in  cafe  of  a  dif- 
clofure.— All  thefe  confiJcrations,  to  which 
Mr.  Burr  paid  fuitable  attention,  and  which 
hi  r  :  -i-jubt  cl-a:ly  perceived  before  he  em- 
bark'.! in  the  negotiation,  render,  it  is  true, 
the  production  of  proof  ftil!  more  diflici.lt. 
And  this  difficulty  becomes  augmented  when 
we  coniider  that  the  negotiation  took  place 
And  was  completed  folely  between  Mr.  Burr 
i»d  tl  e  federahft,  and  that  it  is  equally  the 
•  ntereft  of  both  parties  to  keep  it  a  prc- 
fbtrnft  fecret.  From  the  nature  of  the  trarsf- 
.ctioii  and  the  motives  and  objects  of  the  two 
contracting  parties,  proof  muft  be  difficult  ol 
tccefs,  fince  this  proof,  it  is  fair  to  infer,  is

oc  calioned  by  the  micbinations  of  Mr.  Burr  ; 
hat  it  is  propitious  to  then'Tcives,  and  that 
to  difclofe  thai  rery  teftnnony  which  would 
compofe  thofe  cUviGoQSj  oy  proving  Mr. 
flurr's  negociation,  would  injure  the  federal 
party,  inafmuch  as  it  would  unite  the  repub- 
licans not  only  ac-r.inft  that  party,  but  alfo  a- 
gainft  the  man  who  basin  the  moft  alarming 
nanner  attempte  d  to  betray  their  confidence. 
Mr.  Burr,  therefore,  as  well  as  the  federalifls, 
feels  every  inducement  that  can  pollibly  exift, 
to  keep ib  »  k  the  proof.  That  party  ftill  hop: 
to  profit  bv  Mr.  Burr's  convenient  difpofition, 
and  to  triumph  on  our  divifion.  All  thefe 
things  confidered  it  will  not  be  furprif.ng  if 
we  rnould  fail  to  lay  before  our  country  the 
moft  full  and  fatisfac^ory  proof  of  Mr.  Burr's 
negociatian  ;  and  although  i:  will  not  be 
deemed  probable,  ur.de.-  ail  the  c.rcUmftancc-s 
of  the  cafe,  that  more  than  presamptixsVtiWu 
mony  can  he  adduced,  yet  we  fhall  prove  fu!<- 
ftantially  the  negociation,  and  that  it  was  en- 
tered into  by  Mr.  Burr  to  effect  his  eleaion 
to  the  prefidential  chair. 

The  following  communication  made  to  our- 
felves,  is  written  by  a  gentleman  of  ur.blem-

Such  i3  the  communication  of  our  friend. 
It  is  probable  that  rr.r.  Abeel  traS  made  ac- 
quaintr''  with  the  ncgociation  ent--rcd  into 
betwee  .mr.  Burr  and  the  federal  centieman, 
by  the  Regociator  himfelf.  For  lb  firmly 
pqrfuaded  was  Mr.  Abeel  that  Mr.  Burr  had 
cordiidly  received  the  federal  negociator,  and 
aflented  to  his  proportion 5,  that  he  author. fed 
the  gcntl?man,  who  communicated  to  us  the 
above  information,  to  repeat  it  to  Mr.  B'it 
himfelf,  and  to  fay  that  Mr.  Abeel  was  his 
authority  for  it.  Tbe  gentleman  did  not, 
however,  com-mnictte  the  information  to 
Mr.  Burr,  but  he  very  frankly  gave  it  to  us 
for  the  ufe  of  the  writer  of  the  "  View."
